Y ou’d have a “foamed 
ceramic material which resembles styrofoam in weight 
and

Californians also throw out some 50 million glass 
bottles a week. Putting the two together, using 5-10 
per cent of dung as a foaming agent to 90-95 per cent 
of finely powered glass, Mackenzie developed his basic- 
process. 
The powered dung can also be 
used by itself, 
w ithout the glass, to produce a paint pigment as well as 
black colorant for rubber tires. 
“ 1 am confident that we have a very useful and 
competitive product here, which at the same time can 
greatly diminish two serious waste disposal problems,” 
says Mackenzie modestly.

Y ou ’d have a “ foamed 
ceramic material which resembles styrofoam in weight 
and 
appearance, 
is an 
excellent heat and 
noise 
insulator, impermeable to water and gas, doesn’t burn 
or smell, can be painted, glazed, drilled or sawed, can 
be glued or nailed together and is cheap and easy to 
produce. 
Hard as it may be to believe, a UCLA engineering 
professor has done just that. 
It all started a few months ago when a farmer in 
California’s 
Imperial 
Valley 
asked 
Prof. 
John D. 
Mackenzie for help in tackling a major waste disposal 
problem. 
It seems that the average cow produces one ton of 
dried dung every year. This amounts to 25 0 ,0 0 0 tons 
in tiie Imperial Valley alone and one million tons in 
the state. Since each ton takes up 100 cubic feet, 
California livestock breeders are stuck with 100 million 
cubic feet of the stuff each year. 
Farmers don’t use it because commercial fertilizer is 
more economical and efficient, and it can’t be burned 
because of the air pollution it would create. 
Californians also throw out some 50 million glass 
bottles a week. Putting the two together, using 5-10 
per cent of dung as a foaming agent to 90-95 per cent 
of finely powered glass, Mackenzie developed his basic 
process. 
The powered dung can also be used by itself, 
without the glass, to produce a paint pigment as well as 
black colorant for rubber tires. 
“ I am confident that we have a very useful and 
competitive product here, which at the same time can 
greatly dimmish two serious waste disposal problems,” 
says Mackenzie modestly.

It "Old Glory” 


By Mary C. McKee 
The American flag has i.a< 
several colorful and descript 
names. 
"The Stars and Stripes” and 
"The 
Red, White and Blue,” 
for instance. Both titles are 
proper and precise. 
On the other hand, "The 
Star-Spangled Banner” projects 
[the 
qualities 
of 
elegance, 
romance and high adventure. 
But 
"Old 
Glory” 
is 
e s p e c ia lly 
endearing 
somehow joyous and familiar, 
and 
warm 
as 
a 
friendly 
handshake. 
Accounts of the origin of 
the name "Old Glory” differ in 
some details, but all records 
point to William Driver, born 
in Salem, Mass., in 1803, as the 
man who first used it. 
As a young boy, Driver was 
apprenticed to a blacksmith to 
be taught a secure and safe 
vocation. But the walls of the 
shop were far too confining for 
a 
lad 
with 
a 
head 
full'* of 
sea-dreams. Before long he had 
signed on as a cabin boy on a 
ship bound for Italy. 
He made other voyages out 
of Salem 
and in 1831 
was 
promoted to be master of the 
brig Charles Doggett. 
It 
is said that before he 
s a i l e d 
o n 
a 
l o n g 
round-the-world trip, he was 
presented 
with a 
large 
flag 
which was hand-made by his 
mother. It had 13 stripes and 
24 
stars 
As 
the 
flag 
was 
hoisted from the masthead o f 
the brig and flapped in the 
breeze, young Captain Driver 
cried, 
"I 
name 
thee 
'Old 
G lory’.” 
The 
flag 
was 
with 
him 
throughout his years at sea, 
and 
he 
took 
it 
along 
to 
Nashville when he retired. He 
delighted in flying it on special 
occasions, such as Washington’s 
birthday anniversary and on St. 
Patrick’s Day, which was also 
his birthday anniversary. 
However, during the Civil 
War, 
the 
captain concluded 
that flying "Old G lory” would 
be 
very 
dangerous. 
So 
the 
c h er i s h ed 
flag 
quietly 
disappeared 
and Confederate 
searches for it in the Driver 
home and grounds 
were 
in 
vain. 
When Union forces captured 
Nashville, on Feb. 25, 1862, 
the "lost” flag soon came to 
light. Captain Driver, who had 
learned 
quite 
a 
bit 
about 
sewing 
during 
his 
nautical 
career, had deftly quilted the 
flag 
between 
layers of 
his 
comforter. 
A corporal’s guard was sent 
to the Driver home, at the 
captain’s request, and the big 
flag was quickly removed from 
it snug hiding place. Captain 
Driver himself then raised the 
banner on the State capitol's 
flagstaff in an atmosphere of 
great excitem ent and em otion.

The American flag has i.at 
several colorful and descript 
names. 
“The Stars and Stripes" and 
|“ The 
Red, White and Blue,’’ 
for instance. Both titles are 
proper and precise.

Star-Spangled Banner” projects

elegance,

But 
"O ld 
G lory” 
is 
¡e s p e c ia lly 
endearing 
somehow joyous and familiar, 
and 
warm 
as 
a 
friendly 
handshake. 
Accounts of the origin of 
the name "Old G lory" differ in 
some details, but all records 
point to William Driver, born 
in Salem, Mass., in 1 803, as the 
man who first used it. 
As a young boy, Driver was 
apprenticed to a blacksmith to 
be taught a secure and safe 
vocation. But the walls of the 
shop were far too confining for 
a 
lad 
with 
a 
head 
full ' of 
sea-dreams. Before long he had 
signed on as a cabin boy on a 
ship bound for Italy. 
He made other voyages out 
of Salem 
and in 1831 
was 
prom oted to he master of the 
brig Charles Doggett. 
It 
is said that before he 
s a i l e d 
o n 
a 
l o n g 
round-the-world trip, he was 
presented 
with a 
large 
flag 
which was hand-made by his 
mother. It had 13 stripes and 
24 
stars 
As 
the 
flag 
was 
hoisted from the masthead of 
the brig and flapped in the 
breeze, young Captain Driver 
cried, 
"1 
name 
thee 
‘Old 
G lory’." 
The 
flag 
was 
with 
him 
! throughout his years at sea, 
and 
he 
took 
it 
along 
to 
Nashville when he retired. He 
delighted in flying it on special 
[ occasions, such as Washington’s 
birthday anniversary and on St. 
Patrick’s Day, which was also 
his birthday anniversary. 
However, during the Civil 
| War, 
the 
captain concluded 
that flying “ Old G lory” would 
be 
very 
dangerous. 
So 
the 
c h e r is h e d 
flag 
quietly 
disappeared 
and Confederate 
searches for it in the Driver 
home and grounds were 
in 
vain. 
When Union forces captured 
Nashville, on Feb. 25, 1862, 
the "lout” flag soon came to 
light. Captain Driver, who had 
learned

career, had deftly quilted the 
flag 
between 
layers 
of 
his 
comforter. 
A corporal’s guard was sent 
to the Driver hom e, at the 
captain's request, and the big 
flag was quickly rem oved from 
it snug hiding place. Captain 
Driver him self then raised the 
banner on the State capitol’s 
flagstaff in an atm osphere of 
great excitem ent and em otion.
